tho Queen, by her proclamation of March 
25, 1859, lias granted to its projector, Mr. 
Charles Boyd, of Barnes, Surry. two years 
to make tha necessity preparations for car- 
rying it into effect. 'The gigantic work, 
which is desicned for the purpose of short- 
ening the past-age of shipping to and from 
tlie Mediterranean and the ports of North- 
ern Europe, by more than 1 000 miles, 
will be 285 miles in length, 310 feet wide, 
and 30 feet deop—available for vessels of 
the largest and roost unprecedented dimen- 
sions. 
It will commence at Bilboa, on the 


coast of Biscay, aad proceeding through the 
Cantabrian Mountains and the Valley of 
tbe Ebro, and passing by Serngoss'i and 
Estella, will fall into the Mediterranean at 
the Biy of Alfaijnns, in Catalonia. 
The 


cost of this enteiprise li»a uot yot been as- 
certained, but it is almost certain that a 
large portion of the expense! will be borno 
by the Spanish Government, nnd conse- 
quently a comparatively small amount of 
capital will be raided in England, while 
the revenue arising from the tolls on ship- 
ping and fur right of w:iv l?ill be immense.
